Dear Kay:— 

I was really thrilled to receive your letter and 
to hear about St. Mike’s and if I can give you any 
news of interest I will be glad to, but to tell the 
truth I never felt that my activities would be of 
any interest to anyone else but maybe they would. 

It rather shocked me to realize last Sunday 
that it was 14 years that very day that I left be¬ 
hind the happy days of a student nurse. I still get 
homesick for those days. 

I see that your address is 1830 Queen St. W., 
are you at St. Joseph’s or Our Lady of Mercy 
Hospital? I worked at Mercy some time in 1940 
as relief and liked it there very much • it seemed 
a little like home as Sister Fidelia was there. 

My activities since leaving St. Michael’s have 
been varied. In 1943 I took the Post Graduate 
course in Psychiatry offered at Whitby. It was 
the second year of the offering and was really 
worth while. I remained on the Ontario Hospi¬ 
tal staff there on completion of the course and 
was transferred from there to Hamilton in April, 
1935. In February, 1937, I had the opportunity, 
which I readily took advantage of, to go to Mosh¬ 
er Memorial Clinic, the Psychiatric Dept, of the 
Albany City Hospital, Albany, N.Y., but I was 
homesick and restless and transferred to Metro¬ 
politan Life Insurance San., near Saratoga, and 
was much happier there. In the Fall of 1938, I 
returned to Toronto with an illness that was cor¬ 
rected by a grand piece of surgery by Dr. Foulds 
in the summer of 1939. After recovering from my 
operation I remained in Toronto until Feb., 1941, 
when I went to the Payne Whitney Clinic, the 
Psychiatric Division of the N.Y. Hospital, a very 
old and very famous Hospital. It received its 
charter from King George III of England and is 
even older than the Union. While there I can’t 
tell you how proud I was to be a St. Michael’s 
nurse, I know "I bust a lot of buttons” and that 
must have been the reason. I met many from St. 
Michael’s there, especially the late Dorothy Mc- 
Devitt. After 8 months I resigned and did private 
duty and then I did meet St. Michael’s graduates, 
at Neurological. Institute—Anne McLeister, Mary 
Bilborough. I met others at the French Sisters’ 
Hospital at Mt. Sinai and St. Luke’s, I can’t name 
them all, but it seemed I met one of our grads 
where ever I went. 


I saw Eliz McAuley on 110th St. one night, but 
didn’t get a chance to speak to her. A friend of 
mine who is a Supervisor at Women’s Hospital 
told me she was taking a course there. 

In June of 1942 I got married and we went 
down to Kentucky to live. My husband was with 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance then and was 
transferred to Hoentington, West Virginia, where 
our daughter was born. He left the Met. shortly 
afterwards and we moved up to Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., to be nearer home. 

In the Fall of 1944 my husband became ill and 
was a patient at Memorial Hospital. While there 
with him I ran into Mary Dougherty. It was grand 
to see her again, she was on duty in the Nursery. 
My contacts with St. Michael’s grads now are 
few. I often hear from and see Marion Hough. 
At the time I went to Payne Whitney, she went 
to Straehan Memorial in Rochester and from there 
visited me in N.Y. City and Kentucky. About 
the time I moved to Niagara Falls, she moved to 
Moss Taylor Hospital of the Bethlehem Steel Co., 
in Lackawana, and has been there ever since. I 
was talking to her last night and she comes over 
very often on her days off. I had a letter from 
Beta Brown months ago. I hope she sees this! 
and Orma Davidson. I hear more frequently 
from Anne McCarthy, but I guess you all hear 
more from them than I do. 

I certainly didn’t mean to write so much when 
I started but I seem to have got wound up and 
can’t stop. One thing I have been very anxious 
to hear, is if our girls in the services have all re¬ 
turned home none the worse for their experiences. 
I would love to hear all about them. I am en¬ 
closing my fees in the hope that I will be brought 
up to date with the news. If I receive the notices 
of meetings I will try and get over and bring 
Marion with me. 

And now at last my very best wishes to all the 
Sisters at St. Michael’s and all the graduates 
past and present.
